Something of a Deadlock 


According to popular estimate, 
General Feng Yu-hsiang is said to 
possess nearly 100,000 troops in the 
neighbourhood of Loyang and ‘Tens 
feng. Against this, the Government 
troops: are popularly numbered a 
nearly 160,000, including 60,090 
Soldiers under the direct command 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
40,000 soldiers under General Tang 
Sheng-chi and 60,000 of various 
other armies. 

It appears as if the Government 























troops have an absolute supremacy 
over the Kuominehun in the present. 
warfare, And it muat bo remem- 
ered that the Government troop? 
‘re provided with far superior.arms. 
‘and more ammunitions than the 
Kuominchun, 


In these circumstances, it is 


extremely dificult for the Kuomin- 


chun to launch an offensive on the 
Nanking armies according to tho 
Views of close observers, On tha 
‘other hand, the Government troops. 
may also find it difleult to deal. a 
heavy blow at ‘the Kuominchun in 
view of the fact that the latter ars 
entrenched in such favourabie, 
Positions.

Ataman Semenoff's Criticism 
of Attitude of Foreigners 


Mukden, Nov. 14. 

Ataman Semenoff, who recently 
arrived in Mukden, when interview. 
ed by Reuter's correspondent, gave 
‘some interesting reflections regard- 
ing the present struggle in Man- 
churis 

He had arrived in Mukden for the 
sole purpose of organizing relief 
to the vietims of the outrages in 
the Three Rivers region, having by| 
them. been elected to represent 
them. The first relief measure 
must be to get all the surviving 
Population removed to a place of 
‘safety, and the local Chinese au- 
thorities have promised their sup- 
port to this scheme. The presence 
of this White Russian population 
close to the border has been a con- 
stant source of irritation to the 
Soviet population on the other side, 
‘who could not help comparing the 
Prosperity of the settlers in China 
with their own misery under Soviet 
rule. ‘The Moscow srament, 
therefore, accused the White Rus- 
sians of having raided Soviet terri- 
‘tory, which is believed to have 
‘been untrue, but which served as 
an excuse for the following raids 
‘on Chinese territory.

they are well aware that if, by 
tome chance, they are detected 
they will suffer for their foolish~ 
ness, 

Another familiar characteris- 
tic of the childish mind is curio- 
sity. This impels children to 
touch everything within their 
xeach. How often has nurse to 
cry “Don't touch” to the child 
who wants to finger things. 
‘They will vun their hands along 
‘a paling, when out walking, and 
often get their fingers injured 
by poking them into unwanted 
places. It will be remembered 
that the great Dr. Johnson never 
quite overcame this juvenile ha- 
bit and would touch every pos: 
in Fleet street as -often as he 
peranmbulated that throughfare. 
Curiosity leads to peeping and 
prying in childhood but it is a 
valuable endowment, neverthe- 
less. In superior minds it im- 
pels to scientific research and 
is the mother of invention, 
Newton's curiosity regarding the 
cause of the fall of an apple 
led to the epoch-making dis- 
covery of the law of gravitation. 
Arising out of curiosity comes 
‘the impulse to experiment. 
George Washington experiment- 
ed with his axe on the cherry 
tree and the Marquis of Worces- 
ter, with more prescience, 
Perimented with the bouncing 
Nid of a boiling tea-kettle and 
Yaid the foundation of the in- 
vention of the steam-engine. 
Every man has, in himself, a 
psychological necessity for -self- 
expression. The new-born child 
heralds his advent into this 
strange world with a ery; he 
‘alls attention to himself. Very 
soon he is struggling to make 
himself understood. His organs 
ef speech are not developed nor 
his brain capable of directing 

but he struggles to over- 
his incapacity and, at last, 


























succeeds. Henceforth he is con- 
tinually pushing himself into 
prominence and the-chief task 
of his clders is to repress-him 
or “keep him in his place” as 
they put it. Give him a piece of 
chalk and he will decorate every 
plane surface within his reach 
with an assiduity that will bz 
lacking in his school exercises. 
Primeval man, before letter: 
were invented, expressed himself 
by drawings,’ sometimes rude, 
sometimes wonderfully accurate 
on the walls of his cave dwell- 
ing.

ing. There is an unplumb- 
ed depth of depravity in a man 
who will inflict pain on a dog. 
say, for fun. We read with 
shrinking the accounts we have 
to publish sometimes of the 
cruelties inflicted by bandits on 
their victims or by harridaa 
beldames on the unfortunate 
slave girls they haye purchased 
for immoral purposes. As chari. 
ty, charitableness, or kindnes: 
is the highest virtue to which 
man may attain so cruelty is the 
lowest vice into which he can 
sink, It is Satanic for it grows 
on those addicted to it with its 
practice. The wise old Hebrew

“Forty stripes shall he give him 
and not exceed” ran the 1a 
And the reason for this restriz 
tion is also striking.

CONSULAR JURISDICTION 
IN CHINA 
: Nov. 19. 
The message from. Reuter's 
correspondent in Nanking which 
we printed yesterday, on China's 
attitude towards extraterritori- 
ality is of great interest and im- 
portance. It bears the indefin- 
able stamp of an official com- 
munication, as it probably is, 
intended to define for the first 
time the National Government's 
real policy. ‘There have been 
repeated statements in the Chi- 
nese press for some months past 
that the Government meant-to 
declare extraterritoriality abo- 
lished at the end of this year, 
whether the Powers agreed or 
not; and this, Reuter adds, is 
the demand of the more extreme 
group. But, the correspondent 
goes on, “in view of the com- 
plications which may follow 
‘Such a.move, and of the friendly 
spirit adopted by the Powers 
towards this issue, there isa 
stronger possibility that a less 
drastic step will be taken by the

National Government.” There 
this represents the Government's 
considered view. 

It will be remembered that the 
replies sent by the Powers to 
Dr. C. T. Wang’s Note of April 
27 were quite explicit. Friendly 
and sympathetic as they were in 
tone, they made no secret of 
their conviction that the time 
had not yet come for the aboli- 
ym of extraterritoriality: and 
they gave their reasons accord- 
ingly. Only one of Dr. Wang’s 
further Notes of September 5, 
that to America, has been pub- 
lished.

ice April to induce the Powers 
to alter an opinion which they 
certainly did not arrive at with- 
out mature reflection. From 
China's point of view the im- 
portant part of all the Powers’ 
replies was the suggestion they 
made for negotiations to evolve 
a scheme of gradual extinction 
of consular jurisdiction, Appar- 
ently"this method of procedure 
is reiterated in the latest an- 
swers from the British and 
American Governments, and it 
may be assumed that other 
‘Treaty Powers would follow the 
me course readily enough.

The strangest argument for 
proceeding gradually is that 
extraterritoriality is not a thing 
which can be wiped out by a 
strake of the pen without hard- 
ship to individuals and, actually, 
very serious inconvenience to 
China. Under its shadow large 
interests and activities have 
grown up, the future position 
which, when extraterritoriali 











ation and definition, 


its activities, and the right 

foreign banks to issue note: 
each of these presents its own 
problem. We readily understand 
that China desires to do for 
herself, and will ultimately dv, 
all the work now done by these 
foreign undertakings. But it is 
no discompliment to say that she 
not yet in a position to take 
up the mantle as it falls from 
them, and that any too hasty 
action might do the most serious 
injury to the commerce of China 
by depriving it of conveniences 
which have become indispensable 
to it. It need hardly be added 
that abolition of extraterritori- 
ality necessarily includes tl 
whole future status of Shanghai, 
truly a world problem, which, 
we are convinced, responsib!3 
Chinese are as little inclined as 
foreigners are to tackle in a 
hurry. 

It is probably their conscious: 
ness of the many ramifications 
of the whole question which has 
led the extreme party to decla 
that the only practical course 
to cut the Gordian knot by 
simply declaring extraterrito1 
ality atan end. And this course 
appears to have found favour in 
one or two isterial utter- 
ances, But China is not the 
only country in which Ministers’ 
‘speeches are sometimes at vari- 
‘ance with the policy ultimately 
followed. We have never be- 
lieved that China would take the 
extreme course of abrogating 
extraterritoriality at the end of 
this year. If she really meant 
to do that, why should she-now 
be proceeding to discuss, with 
representatives of the Diplo- 
matic Body, the future of the 
Provisional Court?’ Why waste 
time talking about one aspect of 
consular juri8diction; if it ie all

question of threatening. Indeed 
the Powers have sufficiently 
proved that they desire to be 
friendly, and to meet China's 
wishes as speedily as possible; 
but they also desire to consider 
those wishes in a practical light 
and have set out their:ideas as 
to how this might be done. ‘That 
also we believe to be Nanking’s 
view of the situation. The state- 
ment given to Reuter is un- 
doubtedly meant to indicate that 
spirit of reasonableness in which 
the Chinese are seldom, if ever, 
appealed to in vain, and which 
will certainly find a ready re- 
sponse ou the foreign side. 











THE 1928 REPORT ON, 


WEIHAIWEI 
Nov. 20. 

It would really seem. that 
Weihaiwei must have been born 
under a_ particularly perverse 
star. Following the Russo- 
Japanese War, the British Gov- 
ernment consistently gave it the 
cold shoulder for a number of 
years. Now, when. it stands out 
‘conspicuously as the one really 
peaceful and prosperous spot in 
all Shantung, it is threatened 
with being handed back to 

ive administi 











irons in the fire to attend to it 
properly. It is a curious fact 
that Lord Balfour, in most re- 
spects to be considered a 
model of benevolence, has been 
the evil genius of Weihaiwei. It 
he who at the outset of 
gave a perfectly gratuit- 
ous and unnecessary pledge to 
Germany that Weihaiwei should 
never be allowed to compete 
with Tsingtao by connecting 
with the interior of Shantung 
by railway. In 1914 he thought 
for a moment of offering the 
Territory to Japan as a quid pro 
quo for her sending troops to 
Europe; but he could not quite 
remember where Weihaiwei was, 
nor whether it still belonged to 
Great Brits (The incident is 
related the late Colonel Re- 
pington’s “Diary of the War”) 
And at the Washington Con: 
ence it was Lord Balfour who 
proposed to give Weihaiwei back 
to China. Possibly he was a 
little unmanned by the heady, 
sentimental atmosphere of, the 
conference. But the Chinese of 
Weihaiwei, who have no illusions 
as to the consequences for them- 
selves of any change, are not to 
know that. 

Yet in spite of Fate and Lord 
Balfour, Weihaiwei has done 
extraordinarily well. With 285 
square miles of territory and an 
estimated population of 180,000, 
a police force of less than tw9 
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hundred, all Chinese except 
three British inspectors, is 
enough for all its needs. There 


is little serious crime, though 
recent years have shown some 
jerease due to the lawless state 
of Shantung and the influx of 
bad characters; and the pro- 
sperity of the people is amply 
shown by'the steady growth of 
revenue, Since the year 1921-22] 
the former grants from the 
British “Government have been 
unneeded. Every year has seen 
a substantial surplus of revenue 
over expenditure and last yeat 
Weihaiwei was actually able to 
refund to the Treasury $61,313, 
‘the unexpended portion of an 
Imperial grant. Last year, in 
spite of drought, revenue ros? 
to $324,628, compared with the 
previous year's $256,494 and th? 
surplus was $11,400. For-the 
current year revenue is estimat- 
ed at $355,225, but this is un- 
certain, we read, “owing to the 
chaotic state of the provinge of 
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Shantung, the absence of a 
settled and stable Government, 
and the ever-present possibility 
of a renewal of civil war.” The 
staple trade of groundnuts 
suffered through Indian competi- 
tion, rumours of a heavy import 
duty to be imposed in America 
and a serious drought in the 
early summer. But Wethaiwei 
is developing other resources, It 
is “already “benefiting to ‘some 
extent, and should benefit’ still 
more greatly hereafter, from tive 
admirable work done’ for the 
silk industry of the province by. 
the Chefoo Silk Improvement 
Commission.” And its fisheries 
are becoming important and 
highly reputed. The popular 
Chefoo prawn, says the report, 
might just as well be called the 
Weihaiwei prawn, for it arrives 
in great quantities during 
several months in the year. Ant 
there is béche de mer. Of this 
the report says: 

The béche-de less agreeably 
known as the sca-slug—is taken 
from submerged rocks along the 
‘and some of ‘the more en- 
ing Chinese fishermen now 
engage in this branch of their in- 
dustry by walking about on the 
floor of the sca clad in Western 
diving dresses, collecting their proy 
in a more leisurely and successful 
manner than was possible under tho 
more primitive conditions of a few 
years ago, 

Nothing could speak more eln- 
quently of the developments in 
this once utterly backward and 
poor district. 

advent of motor-cars in 
wei was noted in last 
year’s report, but is the subject 
of some passages in the present 
one that deserve quotation, For 
years they were taboo, 

the main reasons given for the pro- « 
hibition being that the roads were 
too narrow, that the bridges wore 
insecure, that the ond surfaces 
would be so torn up as to involve 
the Government in prohibitive costs 
for maintenance and repair, that 
the lethargic and sometimes som- 
nolent village wayfarers would Lo 
the victims of innumerable accide 

‘and that the local mules and donkeys 
would be so terrified that they 
would precipitate their riders-- 
mainly women and girls—into 
yawning ditches. In the summer 
of 1927 the advent of detachments 
‘of the Shanghai Defence Foree ant 
the oponing of a military con- 
valescent camp made it necessary for 
the Government to authorize the in:- 
portation, for military use only, of 
few motor-trucks and ambulances, 
As none of the disastrous results, 
80 long prodicted, followed the i 
troduction of these vehicles, it, w=8 
decided in 1928 to abolish the tonj- 
standing prohibition of motor traffic 
in the territory and to allow a 
limited number of motor-bises and 
public and private cars to be im- 
ported for the use. and convenience 
of the general public. ‘The intro- 
duction of these vehicles has been 
heartily welcomed by the people. 
However, there is to be no road- 
hogging. Very strict traffic 
rules have been made, and, 
speaking at the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce last December, the 
Commissioner said: 

In all countries into which motor 
trafic has been introduced, it has 
been remarked that persons who 
drive motor-cars are apt to assum 
that the roads are primarily for 
their benefit and that pedestrians 
may only use them on sufferanen 
and must on no account get in the 
way ox hinder the progress of motor 
vehicles, Accidents due to careless 
ness, and sometimes I am afraid to 
callousness; on tho part of the 
drivers of motor-ears are therefore 
very frequent, and the sufferers aro 
generally the’ simple folk who can- 
not afford motor-cars and whose 
convenience and safety are too ofteh 
ignored. Now I am particularly 
anxious that no such reproaches 
should be made against those wh> 
operate motor-cars in this territory: 
1 want, them to remember at ai 
times that they are not the owness 
of the roads. The roads are the 
property of the public, not that of 
a small class of motor-ear owners 
or drivers. 
‘The advantage of Weihaiwei is 
that it not only has a Govern- 
ment which can and will enfore> 
this excellent principle, but a

of grave perversions of justice, 
only attributable to political 
interference. Three successive 
Presidents, Judge Loo, Judge Ho 
and Judge Wu, have ‘striven. to 
preserve the integrity of the 
Court, but have eventually found 
themselves unable to endure the 
pressure from politicians and 
have got out or been forced out. 
The whole history of the Sheng 
Kung-pao fortune is warning 
enough of the uses to which the 
Court might be debased, if there 
‘were no outside check’ upon it, 
and the writer who complaing 
that the municipal police. are 
fatal to the administration of 
the Court might find that he 
had sad cause to sigh for the 
protection they afford if their 
present relation to the Court 
were severed.

the Court is “understandable. 
They contend that the mere fact 
of Chinese living in the foreiga 
Settlements does not give for 
eigners the right to sit in judg- 
ment on them. Against this, 
the foreign standpoint is equally 
if not more deserving of con- 
sideration. Apart from purely 
Chinese cases (and there. ara 
exceptions even here) practically 
no case comes before the Pro- 
visional Court by which foreign 
interests and the Council's re- 
sponsibility for the peaceful 
government of Shanghai are not 
affected. In fact, Dr. Hsia’s 
dictum applies to the Provisional 
Court more perhaps than to any- 
thing, that “some of the pro- 
blems (connected with Shang- 
hai) are almost incapable of 
solution from a legal point of 














view: in doing justice to one 
party, we may at once cause. 
injustice to the other.” A 


scheme has been published in 
the Chinese papers, said to 
emanate from the Judicial Yuan, 
to substitute for the Provisional 
Court a purely Chinese court of 
the lowest grade, permitted to 
deal summarily only with casos 
of the most trivial nature. One 
hazards a guess that this ides 
was invented as a direct insult 
to the Settlement. No respon- 
sible person in Nanking can ever 
have supposed that it would be 
accepted by the Diplomatic Body. 
Looking at the question sanely, 
it may be said that there are 
defects in the Rendition Agree 
ment, due to the haste with 
which it was concluded. ‘Ther> 
must be no repetition of this 
haste. And as the question has 
dragged on 0 long without ap- 
parently any attempt as yet to 
state differences and consider 
remedies, the only feasible 
course now is to prolong the 
Agreement for a given period 
while a carefully appointed join’ 
commission works out a solution. 
It is conceivable that some such 
procedure is in view and hence 
the postponement of Tuesday’ 
conference. 





























MR, HOOVER'S IDEA OF 
PROSPERITY 
2 Nov. 22. 

The Wall Street slump has 
inade President Hoover's ‘task 
incredibly difficult. His reputa- 
tion as a business man and as 
administrator, his _exemplific 
tion of the “engineering mind, 
led’ the people to believe that his 
ineumbency in the White House 
would produce an era of un- 
paralleled prosperity. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he was no sooner 
inaugurated than the market in 
Wall Street began to respond to 
fear psychology and he has not 
Jboen. in office a year, yet the 














‘market totally collapsed, produc-~ 








ing a “paper” loss of thirty-six 
thousand million dollars. Is this 
due to a general lack of confid- 
ence in Mr. Hoover’s ability 
to maintain the standard of 
Coolidge prosperity or do those 
who sent Wall Street prices 
heavenward fear the scientific 
scrutiny of the “engineering 
mind?’ 

Coolidge prosperity was un- 
doubtedly an officially accelerat- 
‘ed process. Most of the expen- 
sive operations of the Govern- 
ment were delayed, until Mr, 
Hoover is faced with the nece: 
sity for costly naval and: publ 
works budgets. Similarly, the 
credit system of the country was 
so expanded"that, although one 
person in three possessed a 
motor-car and every farmer 
boasted of expensive radio sets 
and luxuries were piled upon 
extravagances, no. one owned 
anything, Shares were purchas- 
ed on the narrowest margins not 
for investment purposes, but 
against possible rises and the 
cuttings of juicy melons; homes, 
motor-cars, radio sets, even 
books were purchased on the 

Iment plan against the 
possible profits from the stocks 
which had been purchased on 

















margin; interest charges were 
everywhere piling up and call 
money was costing more than 


the shares could possibly bring 
in dividends, yet, the “suckers” 
bought despite constant warn- 
ings from the Federal Reserve 
Bank and every financial leader 
in the country. The crash was 











inevitable. Possibly the “en- 
gineering realized that a 
major operation often cures 
when palliatives only increase 
the general debility of the 
patient, 


However, the time has now 
come for ‘the cufe and Mr. 
Hoover has set himself the task 
of increasing the expenditure of 
the surplus capital of the United 
States in the United States so 
that there will be a wider dis- 
tribution of wealth to replace 
the imaginary losses of specula- 
tors in Wall Street. Public 
works, railway improvements, 
municipal building operations, 
new engineering enterprises are 
to be encouraged, amounting to 
thousands of millions of dollars, 
In this manner, wealth is to be 
redistributed, but the process 
will produce works of permanent 
value to the country, so that 
whereas a larger number of in: 
dividuals wili be ‘better off 
because of increased employment 
directly and indirectly in these 
enterprises, at the same: time 
wealth will be created through 
the agencies so brought into 
existence. This is the response 
of the “engineering mind” to a 
critical economic .and psycho- 
logical situation. . He immediate-

‘Any country and any period of 
time might be taken asa theme 
around which to weave this web 
of make-believe and we propos 
to apply it to recent Chinosa 
history and see whereto it will 
lead us. Kuang Hsu, the last 
Emperor who reigned of the 
Manchu dynasty—for Hsuan 
‘Tung came to the throne whew 
he was two and abdicated when 
he was six—was born in 1871 
and was permitted to begin his 
reign in 1889, Six years later 
came the disastrous defeat of 
China by Japan and this ev 
marked the beginning of Ih 
estrangement from his aunt,’ the 
forceful Empress Dowager, who 
blamed him—quite wrongly—for 
beginning the war without con- 
sulting her. ‘The Emperor was 
deeply humiliated, as was the 
whole country, and began t> 
ponder some method of retriav- 
ing the fallen fortunes of his 
country, He asked the Viceroys 
in the provinces to recommend 
able. men who would counsel 
him how to reform thé laws and 
strengthen the State. ‘To him 
there was recommended Kang 
Yu-wei, then known as the mo= 
der sage because of his learn 
ing and good character. For- 
eign books were purchased from 
Shanghai and, for the first time 
in history, a’ Chinese Emperor 
believed that there was some~ 
thing good that might come out 
from a foreign source, A littla 
company of reformers gathered 
in Poking and wero a kind of 
inner cabinet and in 1898 were 
issued a series of reform edicts 
that were of a revolutionary 
nature. ‘Temples were to ba 
turned into schools, for the great 
Viceroy, Chang Chih-tung, had 
issued a trumpet ‘call in his 
book, “Learn.” Up till that date 
China believed she had nothing 
to learn from any quarter but 
when the leading statesman of 
the Empire, himself holding the 
Hanlin degtee, the highest liter- 
ary distinction the nation had 
to offer, warned his countrymen 
that. they must humble them- 
selves to learn or perish notice 
had to be taken of the phene- 
menon. But there was a power- 
ful phalanx leagued together in 
opposition to reform. ‘There was 
the Court and the eunuchs, eagee 

to keop the perquisites of power. 
There was the Manchu clan 
stubborn in defence of * thett 
privilezes. Above all theré was 
the “Old, Buddha” . watehing 
jealously ‘the rising’ tid 
threatened to submerge 



































beneath its waves, ‘The reform 
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ers felt that nothing: gould. be 
accomplished .as long as they 
were shut up in the _mephitie 
Atmosphere of the forbidden 
ity. They advised the Emperor 
€. ‘eseape to some place where 
jere was purer air to breathe 
‘and he sent to Tientsin for Yuan 
Shih-kai who was then Viceroy 
of Chihli and commander of an 
army of foreign drilled troops. 
Foreign kings, they told the 
Emperor, were commanders-in- 
chief of their armies. Why 
‘should he not also be a king 
indeed as well as in name. Yuan 
‘was received in secret audience 
and his Master confided to him 
his plan to escape from Peking, 
come to Tientsin and, with the 
army at his disposal, command 
that his edicts should no longer 
be regarded as dead letters but 
should be enforced to the re- 
motest bounds of the Empire.

iW Agitators Not Wanted 


‘Tho relations between the British 
‘authorities and the local Chinese 
+ population are most friendly and 
harmonious. Even during the anti- 
British movement in China artificial- 
irred up by agitators acting 
foreign instigation in the 
‘years 1925-26, all subversive pro- 
paganda fell on deaf ears. ‘The 
people of Weihniwei were toa well 
Acquainted, through dircet personal 
experience, with the British Govern. 
ment and its methods, to give eredit 
fo the wild stories cireulated else- 
Where in China regarding | the 
alleged enormities of British “i 
perialism.” ‘The attempts that have 
been made, from time ta time, by 
professional agitators, to stimulate 
anti-British hate have met with eom- 
plete failure. 

July 1, 1928, was the thirtieth an- 
niversary of ‘the signing of the 
Weihaiwei Convention, by which the 
territory of Welhaiwei was leased to 
the British Crown. ‘This date has 
recently been included in the long 
list of “Humiliation Days” on which 
‘tho Chinese have boen enjoined to 
demonstrate their loyalty to Ch 
‘and their detestation of foreign " 
perialism’’; but “so far the in- 
habiants of Wethaiwei have allowed 
the day to pass unnoticed. Chinese 
patriots—or the organizers of Chi- 
nese patriotic movements—do not 
‘scom to have realized that the true 
‘cause of humiliation in connection 
‘with Weihaiwet is not the fact of 
the lense to Great Britain, but, the 
fact that the inhabitants | of ' the 
territory should be anxious for the 
British” administration tobe 
maintained. British residents in 
‘Weihaiwei and elsewhere in Cl 
‘would be the first to welcome any 
eal evidence that the people of

for the peace and security enjoyed 
by them under British rule. One of 
the inscriptions fs to the effect that 
during the troubles of the first year} 
of the Republic (1912), when flames| 
were going up from burning villages 
just beyond the frontier, those who 
hhad the. good fortune to dwell on 
the British side of the border con- 
tinued to enjoy uninterrupted 
tranquillity and safety. Similar 
testimonials to the benefits received 
from British rule have been erected 
by grateful refugees in Port 
Edward, 

‘The economic prosperity that was 
roferred to in the last Annual Re- 
port was maintained throughout the 
year under review, and the revenue|

‘The handiwork’ of Chinese bank- 
note counterfeiters has, generally 
speaking, been notably amateurish,| 
but the gang of forgers who have] 
recently fallen into a net laid by. 
the Canton police, need not, doff 
their hats to skilled professionals) 
of any land. Their product defied 
detection, and it-was only the fact 
that duplicate numbers. were found 
to be etopping up frequently that} 
led to the initiation of the search 
that has culminated in the downfall 
of the organization. 

‘While ‘the printing presses were| 
grinding away, the leader drowne 
the tell-tale sourd-by giving a radi 
concert to the delight of his neigh- 
ours and passers-by. A loud speak- 
cer had been installed in his residence 
that amplified many times the music 
that eame-through the ether from 
the Canton Municipal Broadcasting, 
Station. Even those whose resid- 
ences were separated from the home 
jin which the spurious paper mon 
‘was being manufactured wholesate 
by but a thin wall did not dream 
that anything out of the way was 
‘going on. 

‘For those hours when no radio| 
programme was sent from the 
Tocal or distant: stations, another! 
novel method of killing the noise| 
made by the presses was employed. 
‘A troupe of Buddhist priests and 
nuns were wont to assemble at the 
residence, and there they chanted!

Really Artistic Gent

Perils of a. Doctor's Life

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NIGHT MARKETS TO BE 
STOPPED; 


Considered to be Detrimental to 
Good Morals 


‘The “night maxts” in the interior 
of Kiangsu, which have proved to 
be very popular during the past 
fiftoen years are to go because the 
practice of carrying on business at 
night ‘is detrimental - to. public 
morals, according to the Kiangsu 
Provincial Government, who have 
issued an order that these places 
must be closed forthwith. 

‘Night markets are not go familiar 
in Shanghai as they are in Peking, 
Nanking, Paoting, Kaifeng, and 
other places. As the name yeh 
hei (night marts) suggests, the 
people of these places carry on 
dusiness after dusk and -before 
daybreak, dispersing as soon a3 
daylight " appears. ‘The- hawkers 
sleep during the day and sell their 
wares at might and. invariably. 
they do “a roaring trade” as people 
who are too busy during the day 
time find it convenient to go to 
these places at night and pick up 
bargains, 

Inquiries prove that the main 
enson these people do business at 
night, instead of during the day, 

the practice with merchants 
in other placcs, is that most of the 
articles sold are either stolen oF 
imitation property or they are the 
properties of descendants of former 
high government officials, and even 
former high officials themselves, 
who have becortie so poor through 
their corrupt practices that they 
are compelled to sell their belong~ 
ings under the cover of darkness to 
cover their shame. ‘This is said to 
be the ense especially in such places 
as Peking and Nanking. 

Hundreds of people visit these 
places simply ont of curiosity, 
others visit them because of the 
bargains obtainable, Indeed, these

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@ STAMP TAX IN THE SETTLEMENTS 





Present Position of Foreigners Somewhat Vague: Matter 
“Too Delicate” for Chinese Officials to Discuss 





Some misapprehension has arisen 
in connection with the report which. 
‘appeared in tho “North-China Daily 
News” last week apropos of 
the establishment of a Revenue 
Stamp Tax Bureau in the Interna- 
Yional Settlement by the Chinese’ 
Government. 

Certain people were under the 
impression that foreigners would be 
involved but, after investigation, we 
Vearn that, for the present, this is 
not to be. 

‘Various questions relating to the 
‘position of foreigners in respect of 
‘the tax were put to officials of the 
Bureau by a representative of this 
paper and an unofficial statement 
swas made. When this was shown to 
the director, Mr. C. ¥. Wong, he said 
What an official statement would be 
fssued. No officinl statement came 
and we were informed — that 
none would be made on the 
ground that “it is a very delicate 
‘question”” which they were not pre- 
pared to discuss, 

Accordingly, the matter was 
taken up with a foreign official, who| 
fs in a position to know the entire! 
situation, and he said, in reply to! 
cour question, “What, ‘protection 
‘there for the foreigner against th 

stamp tax?” that, as the various 
governments concemed do not re- 
ognize the stamp tax law, their 
‘nationals cannot be compelled to use 
hem. ‘The sole purpose of selling 
‘the revenue stamps in. the Intern 
‘ional Settlement. is for the con- 
venience of ‘those who voluntarily 
apply for them. Foreigners who| 
failed to affix Yevenue stamps. to 
their documents and books would 
not be liable to proseention, 


Position Rather Vague 
As to the next question “What 
will be the position of foreigners 
who fail to abide, by the stamp tax 
Jaws, after  extraterritoriality is 
abolished?” we were informed that, 
far as was known, it depended to| 
shat oxtent the stamp tax law was| 
oe part of the laws of Chine.

Arguments Favouring Action by the Municipal Authorities Put) 
Forward by Mr. Berents Before Engineering 
Society of China 


‘The Engineering Society of China 
‘was addressed cn November 15 by 
its new president, Mr. Hans Berents, 
who is the first Scandinavian to 
achieve this honour. 

‘Mx, Berents mado an extremely 
interesting address and after speak. 
ing of engineering progress through 
‘the world in 1928, said in part: 

It will undoubtedly be of great 
importance to all engineers and 
‘architects, as well as to the publ 
generally, if the question of regis- 
tration be brought up vigorously 
and some method adopted, whereby 
‘a practitioner should fulfill cert 
‘essential qualifications, which ‘are 
not requived in Shanghai to-day, 
‘except by the authorities of Greater 
‘Shanghai. 

‘This society has assisted from 
time to time in the very good work 
fof registration of architects, and 
‘that some fixing of responsibility is 
possible has been shown now and 
again where such registration has 
‘beon in foree. 

Personally I consider it necessary 
that any registration be carried 
much further and to include the 
different parties employed in tho 
construction of a building ur any 
structure, where the safety of the 
public is ‘involved,

Tt would be practically impossibi 
‘to indieate where the responsibilities 
‘of the varlous experts would cease 
in a large building, like the Cathay 
‘Mansions, for instance, where wo 
have the architect, the structural 
‘engineer, mechanical engineer, with 
‘experts for lifts, electric light and 
‘power, water, sanitary installations, 
gas, ventilation, refrigeration and 

installation, and others. 
‘And it would not be fair to blame

‘Teaflic in Shanghai 


‘There has been a considerable 
increase in both land and water 
borne traffic during the year. This 
increase may be regarded as a 
normal development in a growing 
seaport and necessitates continuous- 
ly increasing facilities on both land 
and water, and is undoubtedly als> 
‘a sign of improved conditions and 
‘of increased confidence. 

It is here’ interesting to observ’ 
‘that although the route mileage 
‘the Shanghai Electric Construction 
Co. Ltd., was the same for 1928 
and 1929, for tramways and trolloy 
‘buses, the increase in passengers 
earried for the first nine months 
advanced from about 895 million to 
about 101} million, which must be 
‘termed very high for a total routs 
sage of about 35 miles.

WORLD ENGINEERING 
CONGRESS 


Interesting Description of the 
Gathering 


To the layman, the World Engi-| 
neering Congress recently held int 
Japan conveys but little. He has| 
read or heard about engineers from 
‘a number of countries gathering: in| 
‘Japan and he has vaguely imagined| 
that they probably talked about 
engifieering—a science which he a5- 
somes has something to do with 
engines of one sort or anether. 
Engineers, so far as he knows, arc 
mostly named “Mac” and. either 
wear greasy overalls or else 
draw large salaries. Hence, so far 
as he understands, the purpose of 
the World Engine: 
to discuss either engines 
or salaries. ~ 

It has remained for a most| 
engaging and interesting Dutch] 
gentleman, Mr. A. A. Meyers, the 
Government civil engineer in Java, 
to give an understandable explana- 
tion of the Congress. Mr. Meyers 
did not say so—one could under- 
stand after a few minutes conversa- 
tion with him that he would not— 
but a cursory glance through some 
of the official papers of the Congress 
‘showed that he was a fairly sub- 
stantial part of it, His return 
journey called for a short stay in 
Shanghai and he almost naturally 
gravitated to the Whangpoo Conser- 
vaney Board, and there he was dis- 
covered. 


What the Congress Achieved 


‘One asked him the purpose of the! 
Congress and what it had achieved. 
Even he could not be very explicit 
fas to the purpose, but he was frank | 
‘and definite about the achievement,| 
Mr, Meyers said t) sup 
posed the greater number of the 
Engineers gathered at the Congres 
went there with a very hazy and no! 
very appreciative knowledge of the) 
Japanese. They came away, he said, 
‘every man of them, firmly convinced| 
that the Japanese were a very 
wonderfal nation, su 
over-burdening—in hospi 
as enginecrs, at Teast the equal of| 
any of their guests, and in some| 
ways even superior to them. He 
remarked that this especially seemed 
to be the American view. 

It was the first affair of the sort, 
and it had its faults, For instance, 
it was too big. Eight hundred 
papers were read and there were 
15,000 pages of reports. ‘There was 
practically no time for discussions 
though it is in these that the real 
value lies, but the Congress did get| 
down to something concrete in three| 
‘main resolutions which were agreed 

nt. In the first, the 
delegates of the various nations were| 
requested to explore the situation 
ith a view to ascertaining the 
opinion in their own countries as to 
the advisability and practicability of| 
bringing forward for action some| 
plan aiming at a World Engineering| 
Federation. 

In the second, it was noted that 
the Netherlands’ Royal Institute of 
Engineering was willing to take the 
lead in the investigation of certai 
irrigation questions of intern: 
importance, and the Congress, there- 
fore, favoured an international in- 
vestigation under such auspices, for| 
a report to the next Congress, to- 
gether with an inquiry as to what! 
‘subsidies might be paid by various, 
governments for this and allied pur- 
poses, ineluding flood control. 

‘The third resolution was’ some- 
thing about hydrostatic uplift. It}

With Hundred Victims 


An interesting report is curte 
to the ect that Chinese gi 
boats have succeeded in row 
ing up a large pirate gang somo 
distance away from Woosung and 
that, while they have not yét been 
fable’ to get to close grips with the 
there are prospects that some 100 
kidnapped victims will eventually, 
bbe liberated. 

Tt appears that a gunboat was 
cruising in the Yangtze, outside 
Woosung, when five pirate junks 
were encountered. Machine guns 
were brought into play and after 
comparatively short engagement, it 
{s reported, ten robbers wore killed, 
five captured and a junk seized, 

Acting on inform 
‘from the prisoners, the captain of 
the gunboat secared the assistance 
fof other naval vessels and set out 
for the robber lair, some distance 
up the Yangtze. ‘The spot was 
{found and some twenty or so pirate 
junks were seen herded together in 
‘stretch cf water too shallow for the 
gunboats to reach them. A blockade 
‘has consequently been’ set up, and 
the pirate fleet surrounded while the 
authorities devise some means of 
capturing them.

“Ie is a pleasure to come-back to 
‘Shanghai to resume the presidency 
of the Shanghai Provisional Court. 
Twas the first president of this 
Court after the rendition of the 
former Internatiqnal Mixed Court. 
and now I find myself the sixth in- 
cumbent. ‘Though I have just taken 
up my new task, the formal cere- 
‘mony will not be held for the pres 
ent. I shall follow the footsteps 
of ‘my predecessors who have $0 
ably executed their dutics and I 
hall make no staf changes. Indeed, 
(shall ask all the present judges 
to remain at their posts. As to my 
policy, I reiterate the words of 
Judge John C. H. Wu,”'The law 

my idol’ and I shall abide by the 
iaw and uphold it to the best of 
my knowledge and ability.” 

‘These statements were made by 
Dr, Hsu Wei-chun, successor to Dr.

Immediately after assuming office, 
Dr, Hsu issued a proclamation a1 
nouncing that he had done so, fol- 
lowing his appointment by’ the 
Kiangsu Provisional Government. 

Dr. Hsu is a native of Tungshan, 
Shekiang. After graduating from 
Nanyang College (now the Univers- 
ity of Communications), he was 
sent to the United States by the 
former Imperial ,Government and 
he studied in tho Universities of 
California, Chicago and Indiana, re~ 
ceiving the degrees of Master of 
Arts and Doctor of Jurisprudence, 

In the first year of the reign 
of Emperor Hsuang Tung, he was 
called to China and was’ at once 
eppointed legal adviser to the Mi 
try of Communications. In 10138, 
Ye was appointed a judge in the 
Supreme Court in Peking and, in 
1919, made president of | Shansi 
Higher Provincial Court. At the 
request of Dr. V. K, Ting, Mayor 
cf Greater Shanghai, ho relinqui 
ed this position and came to Shanc- 
hhai to become first president of the 
Shanghai Provisional Court in 1927.

ANCIENT CHINESE TOMB: 
POTTERY 





Interesting Lecture Yesterday 
Afternoon by M. d’Auxion 
> de Ruffe 


Mr. R. d’Auxion do Ruffé yester- 
day evening delivered a brief but 
most interesting talk to the China 
Society of Science and Arts on the 
subject of “Ancient Chin 
Pottery,” _demonstrati 
points with several specimens from 
his collection of antiques. With the 
worship of the dead 
custom of the human race, figures 
hhave been found in tombs in various 
parts of the world, and though in. 
Egypt and Chaldea’ they have been. 
found to be some 40 or 50 centuries 
old, thdse in China date at the 
earliest from the second century. 
B.C, and it was only recently that, 
they had been found. ‘The Han 
Dynasty bronze vases did not come 
from graves. 

While tribes in other parts of tho’ 
country appeared to have been. 
wanderers and not definitely settled 
peoples, the original Chinese seem- 
ed to be those settled along the 
banks of the Yellow River, and it 
was there that these figures havo 
originated. With frequent’ inunda- 
tions of the countryside graves had 

ind the figrures. 
sd in the mud, 
only to be unearthed nt rare intervals. 
until the present century, when the: 
march af civilization’ had caused 
many hitherto untouched graves to. 
be torn down. The building of the: 
railway line in the ‘vieinity of the 
Yellow River brought to light these 
figures, in the shape of men, women, 
horses, dogs, earts, the representa- 
tion in fact’ of anything the dead 
might need in the next world, even 
toa model of a house. 


Occidental Influence 

‘The history of China was vague 
prior to the Gth century, but the 
figures from the 4th to the 8th 
centuries showed an extraordi 
‘occidental influence. Buddhism had 
‘been on the wane before the birth 
fof Christ, but from the 4th century 
‘missionary priests had been forth, 
‘and an influx of ideas, as well as 
people of the Scythian and Aryan 
types, commenced. This kept on 
until ‘the 14th or 15th centuries, but| 
the effect of these peoples remained. 
One of the figures on exhibition con- 
formed perfectly with the definition 
in the British Eneycloprdia of the 
appearance of a Scythian, belted 
tunic, trousers tucked into soft 
Teather boots’ and peaked cap all 
coinciding. 

‘The Jewish influence was also to 
be seen in the figures found. There 
were many Jews who wandered 
into China, and even at present 
there is left a remnant of this in 
‘Kaifeng, where some 1,500 to 2,000 
inhabitants still preserve a shadow 
of Jewish civilization... The| 
Jews penetrated.as far as the Yel- 
low River, and many of the figures 















































‘were unmistakably of the Semitic 
type.

‘Types of Figures 


As it was considered necessary to 
bury in a man's grave things neces- 
sary for his life in the next world, 
figures cf his wives were included. 
In some other parts of the world 
swife had to follow her lord 
master. to the grave but, in 
China as M. de Ruffé suid, the wife 
had probably more to say regarding 
herself, and a figure representing 
her was al] that was necessary to 
follow the husband to the tomb.” 


Some of the figures were roally 
beautiful, especially those of horses. 
Materials used, however, too often 
the figures most fragile, 
best figures appeared to be 
‘the most breakable, with the result 
that it was not advisable to move 
them around in travel too” much, 
The earlier figures were darker in 
‘colour than the more recent. 
Another type showed a peculiar 
silvery glaze, resulting from direct 
contact ‘with the earth and some 
form of oxidization, when a grave 
mound had collapsed.

‘Sm,—The confiscation of the 
lestate of the late Sheng Kung Pao 
by the Nanking authorities is be- 
coming a eduse eélébre in Chinese 
affairs. It is rumoured that at the 
conference at Kycto it was the sub- 
ject of a great deal of very un- 
favourable comment also that for- 
jcign diplomatic circles are keenly 
interested in the matter. More 
‘widespread and intense is the per- 
‘turbation evinced, when it ean be 
safely expressed, by the well-to-do 
Chinese in Shanghai, who are na. 
turally alarmed at whot appears to 
be the exercise of ruthless imperial 
power during the tutelage period. 

All fair-minded persons must, 
however, congratulate the Nanking 
Jadministration on the high moral 
principles by which they are actuat- 
fed even though it méans riding 
rough-shod over popular conceptions 
‘of, justice. On the other hand, 
however, in the grim determination, 
at all costs, unswervingly to follow. 
the path of moral rectitade even to: 
visiting the sins of the fathers. to 
the third and fourth. generations, 
certain non-ethi¢al considerations 
may have been overlooked. 

‘Sheng Kung-pao was undoubtedly 
a very great man, Although more 
than 18 years have clapsed since his 
death (and he was then over 70 
years of age) his brilliant genius 
fhad already rightly apprehended 
that China’s best means of achieving 
national prosperity and prestige and 
an equality status with other world 
Powers was through sound economic 
and industrial developrient. 

It was Sheng Kung-pao's initi- 
ative, enterprise and genius for or- 
ganization and his acumen in the 
Selection of capable foreign and 
native experts that assisted greatly 

the foundation of China's tele- 
[graph service, the China Merchants 
Steam Navigation Company, the 

y, the Ping- 
hhsiang Colliery, the Imperial (now 
the Commercial) Bank, the San 
Sing Cotton Mill—all basic indus- 
tries ef national importance as well 
‘as insurance companies and many 
other commercial enterprises. He 
might almost be considered as the 
father of China’s industrial develop- 
‘ment on modern Tines. It is estimat- 
Jed that the various enterprises in- 
itiated by him have, for more than 
Ja quarter of a century, continuously 
provided for nearly 10,000 families. 
During this period at least $30,000, 
[000 to $40,000,000 has been | dis- 
tributed in’ wages. This is a very 
rough estimate and probably much 
{too conservative. The San Sing. 
Cotton Company which now appears 
to be attracting the attention of 
‘the “powers that be” was founded, 
ft is understcod, by the Inte Sheng 
Kung-pao over '40 years ago. and 
has. continuously employed about 
15,000 operatives. It is said to be 
Jone of the cldest cotton mills in 
Shanghai and to have distributed 
fin wages at least $20,000,000 since 
its inception. 

Sheng Kung-pao's last efforts in 
official life were devoted towards 
the nationalization and standardiza- 
sion of the railways of China and 
lone of his last conscious acts before

where in Japan. 

Every Japanese confectioner, 
be he retailer or wholesaler, manu- 
factures a brand of sweets and 
cake, Kyushu, or rather Nagasaki 
is famous for its Kasutera, which 
is one of the most tasteful confee- 
tioneries (at Jeast to the foreigner 
made in Japan. 

‘As regards the staff, a Japanese 
confectioner will engage a young 

/man to act af general shop assistant, 

salesman, and jack of-all-trades (if 

necessary), and pay him only a 

nominal wage, providing 

board and lodgings at the back of 
the store. The master and hi 
family—perhaps also a few relatives 

(it is the bounden duty of the 

family to support members who are 

out of work)—live ontop of the 
shop. In no other country does the 
spirit of democracy show itself more 
than in the attitude of the master 
towards his employees in the 
Japanese confectionery trade. The

‘The position in China was the 
bject of some of the speeches 
‘al a meeting cf the British National 
Committee ¢f the International! 
Chamber of Commerce, held at the! 
Victoria Hotel, London, yesterday. 
Sir Arthur Balfour presided, and 
the meeting reviewed some of the! 
subjects discussed at the Amsterdam 
Congress in July. 

Referring tothe position in 
‘China, the Chairman said that Com- 
munism seemed to have left its 
position in that country. It would 
be many years before the Chinese| 
threw off that poison and were able| 
‘to discuss trade and progress with 
the rest of the world. Russia was 
not represented at the congres 
‘Their attitude to that country was 
that her propaganda must cease, 
fand she must be propared to meet 
her past and present obligations and 
to give legal redress to traders be- 
fore they could expect good com- 
mercial relations to prevail. Until 
the propaganda against the British 
Empire was stopped, they did not 
see much purpose in mixing with 
the Russians. 

Sir George Paish said that the 
‘rovernor of a bank in China had

Lady Simon, wife of Sir Johm 
Simon, has written a book called 
‘Slavery,” which is due for pub- 
lication ‘by Messrs. Hodder and 
Stoughton within a month. Here 
is an interview with Lady Simow 
taken from the “Evening News":— 

‘The object of my book is to try 
to bring before the public the exe 
tent to which slavery is carried om 
in different parts of the world, Im 
Hongkong, which it should be re 
membered is a British Colony, there 
‘ave 10,000 slaves. Little childrem 
ere bought when they are very, 
young by merchants and sold at @ 
profit much in the same way that 
cattle are bought and sold. In 
Abyssinia there are two million 
slaves and in China there are an- 
other two million slaves. 

“The League of Nations has now 
agreed to an Anti-Slavery Conven- 
tion, and everyone who asks for 
seat in the League of Nations is 
invited to sign the ‘Anti-Slavery 
Convention and report what thoy. 
are doing to abolish slavery, But 
people must be told what is hap- 
pening in Hongkong, ‘for it is under 
British rule. “It appears that slavery 
there is actually on the increas: 
It is very hard to prove, of cours 
beeauso slaves are not’ registered 
und the merchants who obtain these 
children and sell them during their 
lives have an excellent way of 
evading tho issue of slavery, ‘They 
call the children ‘adopted’ children, 
but even thon there is evidence of 
money having changed hands with 
the transference of a child from 
‘one person to the other. 

“I know of one caso whore a 
mother had to ecll her Little child 
of eight years of age to pay for 
the funeral of hor husband. Now 
she cannot recover her child as the 
years go on unless she can get to- 
gether enough money to buy it bacl 
That is an awful state of affairs 
vnder British rule!

Disraeli was some seventy years 

‘of age at the period dealt with in 
the two volumes of letters now 
edited by the Marquis of Zetland. 
They form the strangest love-letters 
extant,—if not. in substance, cer- 
tainly in their circumstances-—and 
the Foreword essays a psychological 
study of Disraeli in the light of 
these hasty snatches of correspon 
dence which were dashed off in- 
continently in the midst of debates, 
between debates, and occasionally 
scribbled. off on’ the crown of his 
top-hat, One feels instinctively, 
however, that the theory there ad- 
vaneed, ‘that Disraeli had a heart 
that refused to grow old, and was 
hence prepared for further gallan- 
tty, most be qualified. 


Mary Anne Disraeli, Viscountess 
Beaconsfield, at the opening of the 
present correspondence, had_ been

If the lino,, extends to eacn 
‘wall, a wooden beading nailed at 
the junction of the floor and tha, 
wall isan improvement, and cat 
fasily be removed to take up the 
Tinoleum, 











Cleaning and Preserving, 


Linoleum is easily kept clean by: 
daily sweeping with a soft brush, 
followed by a rub with an oiled 
mop. Rarely if ever should water 
be used, but if it is necessary let 
the water be tepid, and uso a mild 


soap; also be careful to dry 
thoroughly, Occasional cleaning, 
with equal parts of beeswax and 





turpentine or one of the excellent 
polishes now on tho market will 
Tengthen the lifo of linoleum. A. 
weighted polisher which combines a 
brush with a polishing pad 
great help in doing this, 
Renovating linoleum is a simple 
operation, but should be done care: 
fully, Cracks canbe filled in with 
fa paste made by melting some 
beeswax and grating into it a Little 
powder from the lino, itself ‘To 
insert a patch, mark out, with the 
aid of a metal ruler, the part > 
be replaced. ‘Then, with a shapr 
penknife laid against the ruler, cut 
out the worn part. Measure ‘and 
eut carefully a patch the exact 
dimensions of the holo, insert it 
‘and nail down with brads. After- 
wards tack down the surrounding 
Tinoleum. Tf the linoleum has a 
pattern it is advisable to cut the 
patch first and thon, after care~ 
fully. matehing it with the main 
‘part, to eut out the worn portion, =
